DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' amendments of 06/15/2009 have been entered in full. Claims 1-22 are 
cancelled. Claims 23-26 are currently pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

In the claims — 

23. An in vitro method to induce differentiation of a stem cell into a cardiomyocyte, 
wherein the stem cell is exposed for a period of time and in effective amounts to a soluble 
form of the Cripto protein, which Cripto protein comprises at least an EGF domain and a 
CFC domain, and wherein exposure is not achieved by genetic expression of the Cripto 
protein in the stem cell. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendments and arguments filed on 06/15/2009 have been fully considered and are deemed to 
be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Rejections and/or objections not 
reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The instant claims are drawn to an 
in vitro method to induce differentiation of stem cells into cardiomyocytes, wherein the stem cell 
is exposed to a soluble form of the Cripto protein, which Cripto protein comprises at least an 
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EGF domain and a CFC domain. The claims are commensurate in scope with the working 
examples in the specification. The sequences and domain structures of human and mouse Cripto 
proteins are well known in the art. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest that a 
soluble fragment of Cripto comprising the EGF and CFC domains is sufficient to induce 
cardiomyocyte differentiation of embryonic stem cells. Claims 23-26 are allowed.
